No m etier how much the genial K ansan may have 
resented w hat he construed to be a slight directed at 
his sister, the method* he employed to resist it re­ 
vealed a lack of a fine sense of delicacy. 
Yet American history was greatly altered by Just 
such an instance as Is being re-enacted In W ashing­ 
ton today. The ostracism of Peggy O ’Neal during the 
adm inistration of Andrew Jackson disrupted a presi­ 
dential cabinet and was in no sm all degree respon­ 
sible for the deration of M artin Van Buren to the 
presidency of the United States. 
Had it not been 
for the bitter controversy which waged around Peggy 
O'Neal. It Is possible that Calhoun or Clay might have 
been chosen as a successor to "Old Hickory.” 
W hat 
effect the election of either man would have had in 
the slave controversy in the critical period preceding 
the Civil war. it ta impossible to say. 
They consti­ 
tuted the strongest leadership In the south towards 
a policy of conciliation. 
Chit of th e bitterness of their 
thw arted hopes and their disappointm ent, both Cal­ 
houn and Clay in the last years of their lives became 
leas effective in their efforts to avert conflict

Peggy O’Neal was the 
daughter of a W ashington 
innkeeper, formerly a man of w ealth and position but 
reduced to moderate circumstances through financial 


reverses. 
W hen Andrew Jackson, with his burning devotion 
to dem ocratic principles, came from Ute backwoods of 
Tennessee, then the fronUer of America, he bumped 
headlong into the snobbery which was so much a 
part of the social life of W ashington and Philadel­ 
phia. 
Hie letters to his wife breathed deeply the 
spirit of his disgust—a contem pt which a t one time 
Impelled him to chuck the whole bally business and 
return to his beloved home. But in W ashington Jack­ 
son found peace ami contentm ent as a roomer in 
the O’Neal household. 
He wrote to his wife of the 
m otherly solicitude which Mrs. O'Neal revealed to­ 
wards the comfort of himself and his associate, Major 
Eaton, who was to become Jackson s secretary of war 
and the second husband of the beautiful and witty.

How can wrong diet account for 
deafness caused by noise in boiler­ 
makers. etc.? or the catarrhal con­ 
ditions, where 
the

branes are Irritated by substances 
connected with the work, such as in

industries? 
If wrong diet 
were the 
sole 
cause of 
deafness 
.an d catarrh, a very m uch

The moat pernicious of this ad ­ 
vice is concerning cancer, for it may 
cause many deaths of sufferers, who
